De Gaulle Asks Full Role In 


Any Plans For Germany 


Bv T h * A sso ciated P resa. 
PARIS. Sept. 
13—As President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill met in Quebec and pre­ 
sumably considered Europe’s im­ 
mediate future, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle told Paris and the world 
Tuesday 
that France 
wants 
full 
participation 
in 
discussion 
and 
adoption of plans for conquered 
Germany and liberated Europe. 
In an address to an assembly of 
the National Council of Resistance 
Gen. De Gaulle declared: 
“ We believe It is in the better 
interests of all mankind that the 
arrangements which tomorrow will 
govern the fate of conquered Ger­ 
many should not be discussed and 
adopted 
without France, 
because 
there is no power more interested 
than France in what concerns the 
neighbor with which she has had 
for more than 2,000 years to occupy 
herself more than with any other.” 
Gen. De Gaulle reiterated the in­ 
tention of the provisional govern­ 
ment as soon as war prisoners and 
deportees can be returned home to 
hold an election by universal suf­ 
frage of ‘‘all men and women of 
our country” . French women never 
have had the right to vote. 
Recent rigors, he said, had high­ 
lighted France’s failings of the past 
—"negligence, mediocrity and in­ 
justice which we have practiced or 
tolerated” — sufficiently to have 
made France resolve to ‘ take a 
new road”. He added: 
"France wants things to be con­ 
ducted 
so 
that 
special 
interests 
always will be forced to give way 
to common interests; so that the 
great sources ‘ of wealth will 
be 
exploited and directed not for the 
profit of the few but for the ad­ 
vantage of all; so that the special­ 
ly privileged groups 
which have 
weighed so heavily on the condi­ 
tions of men and even on national 
policy shall be abolished once and 
for all, and that finally each of 
France’s 
sons 
and 
each 
of 
Its 
daughters shall be able to live, 
work and bring up their children 
in security and dignity. 
“Certainly the state has the duty 
of turning back into the national 
purse the guilty riches of those 
who worked for the enemy.”

He was, by the 
way, the youngest brigadier in the 
British army in the last war and 
holds high decorations.

He agreed, too, that 
one outstanding reason for Allied 
superiority is the relative inflexi

TE have an excellent illustrat 
tion of this in one of the 
reich’s foremost generals — the 
famous Field Marshal Rommel of 


desert fame. Marshal Rommel is 
a great soldier and 
he was 
so 
characterized to me by none less 
than his conqueror in North Africa 
—Gen. (now field m arshal) Mont­ 
gomery—when I was with the Brit­ 
ish forces not long after they had 
won the decisive battle of El Ala- 
mein. 
One thing that helped Gen. Mont­ 
gomery take his opponent's m eas­ 
ure was the shrewd observation 
that while the German was dan­ 
gerously tricky he could be count­ 
ed on to repeat the same tricks 
under certain circumstances. 
The Russians, of course, provide 
us with many cases of out-general- 
ing the Nazis 
Both Gen. Sewell 
and I picked the Battle of Stalin­ 
grad as an outstanding example. 
This was the great engagement 
in 
which Hitler broke his back. 
The 
Muscovites 
won 
with 
what 
Gen. Sewell aptly describes a« their 
elastic 
strategy 
of 
withdrawing 
and then striking when the Ger­ 
mans were over-extended.

HEN there have been numerous 
cases

blow at a vital point after leading

That happened when American 


troops on the memorable eighth of 
November, 1942, swarmed ashore

French West Africa. This also hap­ 
pened at Anzio in Italy. 
Well, one could
